25 years old. Colt 7net Miss Plate sorn 
years ago, and, it is stated, 1ms been 
frequent visitor ut liar home, aud it is be 
liuved that tho shooting was the outcom 
of a love affair. 


Cole and Miss Plate alighted from 


trolley car laughing and chatting merrily 
They had walked but a shor; distance in 
tho direction of the girl's home, when 
suddenly Colt drew n revolver nnd began 
to fire. Miss Plate tried to escape. Tin 
first bullet struck her in the arm and thi 
second in the back. Tho third went widi 
of its mark. 


Believing that he had killed the girl 


Colt then shot himself. . Itwasthought hi 
was dead, and he was allowed to remain 
on the street in the pouring rain until thi 
arrival of the coroner, who found tin 
would-be murderer alive. His recovery 
however, is impossible. Miss Plate, wh 
is very seriously wounded, is expected to 
recover.

This IH the system suggested and 
practiced by tho well known Gorman sur- 
geon, Schlelch, who by Its use has been 
nblo to perform practically all of the minor 
GDd many of tho major operations of sur- 
gery without tho slightest pain to tho pa- 
tient and -without depriving him of his 
corsciou.=iae,ss. 


D3* fcho method of SchleJch there aro 


prepared thrno solutions of common salt, 
in wliiori are dissolved different quantities 
of muriate of cocaine and morphia. 
Tho 


part to bo operated upon is thoroughly 
cleansed with an antiseptic solution and 
tho surface brought to a low temperature 
by a spray'of ohiorldo of ethyl. Into this 
area of the skin, which by the action of 
tho spray has been deprived of all sensa- 
tion, the salt solution containing the co- 
caine and morphia is injected by moans of! 
a special hypodermic syringe, numerous 
punctures being mndo in till directions. 
This renders the deeper structures insensi- 
ble to tho surgeon's knife, and for a period 
of from 20 minutes to half an hour tho 
pntient is not conscious, so far as actual 
pnin is concerned, of extensive cutting and 
sowing.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—The Times this morn- 


ing publishes an article written at Erz- 
room, dated Nov. 9. The correspondent 
says: 


"The massacre hero certainly occurred 


by the order of the authorities, and this 
order must have emanated originally from 
the central authorities at Constantinople. 
Much circumstantial evidence can be pro- 
duced to corroborate this statement." 


The correspondent then proceeds to re- 


peat a conversation which ho overheard 
going on between the Turkish soldiers 
who were guarding his door. Their state- 
ments were to the effect that their officers 
had ordered them at a given signal to 
massacre the Armenians. 
The corre- 


spondent then continues: 


"I had been visiting at the British con- 


sulate with Mr. Chambers Sunday after- 
noon, Nov. 8, wheu the new outbreak took 
place. The Armenians again crowded to 
the American school. A number of per- 
sons wore killed on that day, the esti- 
mates ranging from 18 to 35. The scenes 
in the cemeteries where tho victims have 
been buried by tho sufferers have been 
heartrending. On Nov. 7 I visited all of 
the ruined bazaars, going as far us Serai, 
bat during the entire journey I did not 
sue a single Christian." 


Tryiou to Justify Mardor.

dispatch from its special correspondent at 
Constantinople giving an account of a 
peculiar reply made by the Turkish oln- 
oials. 


According to the correspondent, seven 


from the Kharput district applied to the

The otiicials were forced to 


toll them that tho outbreaks had been 
most serious. Wheu tho 3Uen expressed 
a hope that their families were safe, tho 
onicials replied: "Better that they should 
have been killed outright than that they 
should dlo of famine."

BOSTON, NOT. ST.—George H. Lyman, 


chairman ot tho Republican state com- 
mittee, was tendered a complimentary 
banquet at the American House last even- 
ing, at which also -were rnoro than 200 
prominent Republican workeni. 


The occasion was also rendered notable 


by the presence of Senator Lodge, who haa 
Just returned from Europe,' and his re- 
marks bearing upon the Armenian ques- 
tion, the currency, immigration, Monroe 
doctrine and the foreign policy of the fc-ov- 
crnment; were heartily applauded. 


W. S. ilcCall presided, aud the speakers 


included Governor Greenhalge, Senator 
Lodge, Congressmen Barrett, Morse and 
fimpklns, Mayor Curtis, Curtis Guild, 
Jr., E. B. Hayes, G. A. Harden, G. T. L. 
Meyer, I. P. Eutchinson and other promi- 
nent party leaders. 


Previous to the banquet a reception was 


held. Congressman McCall paid a tribute 
to the wortli of Chairman. Lyman ill the 
past campaign. 


Governor Greenhnlgn followed, nnd ex- 


pressed his gratification at the good man- 
agement, careful attention to detail and 
tiie lofty plane in which Chairman Lyman 
carried oil the campaign, and only re- 
gretted that they did not have any enemy 
adequate to the preparation. 
But it was 


not the battles of '95 wo were fighting, he 
said, but the battle of '96 and the political 
battles of the next 20'years. 


X.odge'0 Conclusions. 


Senator Lodge was warmly received, tho 


entire party rising and repeatedly cheer- 
ing. His remarks were also heartily ap- 
plauded. He said in part: "Tho pleas- 
antest thing about going away is the com- 
ing back, and I am especially glad that 
my home coming took place at this time 
when the 
wave of Republicanism 
is 


spreading over the whole country. I am 
glad to be back at this time to express my 
congratulations to Governor Greonhalge, 
to Chairman Lyman and to the Republi- 
cans In general of Massachusetts, and ulso 
to express my hope in the re-election of tb 
Republican administration to the White 
House. 


"The Democratic party appears to be 


unpopular, but in what little I have to 
s:iy this eveuiug I don't purpose to linger 
among the dead or dying. People In tho 
United States don't like the Wilson tariff 
bill. It is popular, however, in England, 
aad is very popular on the continent. 
Tho question that I was asked most fre- 
quently while abroad was what we wero 
going to do about tho tariff. The town of 
Bradford, in England, has been several 
times saved by the Wilson tariff. I have 
no ill-feeling agairst Bradford, but woulii 
prefer those woolens be made in Massa- 
chusetts. 


"I don't purpose to discuss the currency 


question at this time, for with a Republi- 
can house there is no danger; the danger 
lies iu gold exports, which is owing to the 
excess of imports made possible by the 
Wilsou Tariff, which must be paid for in 
addition to the natural drainage. When 
summer opened there was a revival of 
business, aud Democratic organs cried the 
boom has come, with tho result that the 
iiuporrs have boon excessive, and at this 
moment the United States, the richest on 
earth, is insolvent. 


''Such a condition is a disgrace. The 


people are ready to pay the debts, and do 
not wish to- live on forced loans, aud the 
first duty of the government is to pass a 
bill which will give us a balance instead 
of a deficit in the national treasury, and 
if such a bill does cot pass, the responsi- 
bility will rest upon President Cleveland. 
, Immigration Should Bo Restricted. 


"Immigration also demands a few words 


from rae. We musi; legislate in regard to 
it. We have done all we can by the law 
to keep out criminals and paupers and in- 
sane persons, but more restriction is in 
my judgment needed. The intelligent re- 
striction of immigration should be one of 
the first works of congress. 
That which 


Is most important to a nation is its na- 
tional character. The great proportion of 
our people has been till within recont 
times a blending of English stock, but 
there has been a change, and careful legig 
lation is necessary to prevent .the inroads 
of any clement that will not amalgamate 
with our institutions. 


"With reference to the foreign policy of 


tho United States, I will say that the truL 
foreign policy is a vast one, but yet 
simple. It is to guard American citizens 
and protect American property wherever 
it may be found and to exact for Ameri- 
can citizens and the American flag abso- 
lute respect. It is not for us to say wliat 
shall be done with Turkey; all that con- 
cerns us is to say that whether we are one 
of the treaty powers or not, if one of our 
citizens should bo unjustly treated it 
should be the first duty of the American 
government to send the white squadron to 
Constantinople. 
We do say that no 


American citizen shall suffer in the anar- 
chy that Turkey is passing through, and 
we will exact the last reckoning even H 
American guns have to be .heard on the 
streets of Turkey." 


The Monroe doctrine was also referred 


to by Senator Lodge. 
He said: "Wo 


want no European powers to establish 
new governments or take new territories 
in this atmosphere. We do not meddle 
with thorn nor do we want them to med- 
dlowith us. Today in Europe, owing to 
the vacillating of the past four years, they 
do not believe what we say, and they 
never will believe it until we put anew 
administration In the White House."

The moetiDgof tho Philadelphia County 


Medical society tho other oveniog was ren-- 
oorcd particularly intorestiug oil nccoucfi 
of tho presentatica of a paper by Dr. T. 
Parvln on fche ncvr method of abolishing 
tho paiu of surgical operations without the 
necessity of employing ether or chloro- 
form. This Is tho system suggested and 
practiced by the well known Gurirmn sur- 
geon, Schleich, who by its use haa been 
ublc to per form practically all of the minor 
end many of tlio mnjor operations of sur- 
gery without tlio slightest pain to tho pa- 
ticmt nnd without de|jriving hiia of his 
consciousness. 


I3y tho method of Schleich there are 


prepared throo solutions of common salt, 
In which are dissolved different quantities 
of muriate of cocaine and mocphia. Tha 
part to bo operated upon is thoroughly 
oleansud with an antiseptic solution and 
Uio surface brought to a low temperature 
by a spray of chloride of ethyl. Into this 
area of tho skin, which by tho action of 
tho spray has boon deprived of all sensa- 
tion, tho suit solution containing tho co- 
caine nnd morphia is injected by means of 
n special hypodermic syrlngo, numerous 
punctures being niflde In nil directions. 
This renders tho deeper structures insensi- 
ble to tha surgoon's knife, nnd for n period | 
of frnni 20 minutes to half an hour the J 
patient Is not conscious, so far as actual 
pain is concerned, of extensive cutting and 
sowing. 


To indicate the manner of employing 


the method of Sohlnich and to show the 
entire absence of pain one of Ilio Burgeons 
had the solution inserted bccenth the skin 
of tho arm nnd an incision aa inch long 
mado-tand sev-ec! up boforo tho society. 


In tho discussion it was gc-ncrally con- 


ceded both from tho results achieved by 
tho Gorman surgeon and the experiments 
made in a number of cases that a decided 
advance hnd been mndo in tho Hold of an- 
cesthetics, and that fora largo number of 
operations tho infiltration method would 
entirely supersede the general aiiJBEthesia 
by ether and chloroform.—Philadelphia 
Record.

The town oC 
Bradford, in England, has been several 
tirnos saved by tho Wilson tariff. I have 
no ill-feeling against Bradford, but would 
prefer those woolens be made in Massa- 
chusetts. 


"I don't purpose to discuss the currenc;

The intelligent re- 
striction of Immigration should he one of 
the first works of congress. 
That which 


is mostimportant to a nation is its na- 
tional character. The groat proportion o( 
our people has been till within recent 
times a blending of English stock, bus 
there has been a change, and careful legis- 
lation is necessary to prevent the inroads 
of any clement that will noc amalgamate 
with our institutions. 


"With reference to tho foreign policy of 


the United States, I will say that the truu 
foreign policy is a vast one, but yet 
simple. It is to guard American citizens 
and protect American property wherever 
it may be found and to exact for Ameri- 
can citizens and the American flag abso- 
lute respect. It is not for us to say what 
shall be done with Turkey; all that con- 
cerns us is to say that whether we are ono 
of the treaty powers or not, if one of our 
citizens should be unjustly treated it 
should be the first duty of the American 
government to send the white squadron to 
Constantinople. 
We do say that no 


American citizen shall suffer in the anar- 
chy that Turkey is passing through, and 
we will exact the lr.st .reckoning even if 
American guns have to bo heard on the 
streets of Turkey.'-'. 


The Monroe doctrine was also referred 


to by Senator Lodge. 
He said: "Wo 


want no European powers to establish 
new govemments.or take new territories 
in this atmosphere. We do not meddle 
with them nor do we want them to med- 
dle with us. Today in Europe, owing to 
the vacillating of the past four years, they 
do not believe what we say, and they 
nevt-r will believe it until we put a new 
administration in the "White House."
